That left Salvatore to become the 
tole support of six small brothers and sis- 
ters and a mother who is more or less of an. 
invalid. 

The little boy rose to the emergency. He 
went to the principal of the public school 
which he attended and grimly demanded a 
certificate which would make it possible 

for him to go to work. When the principal 
heard the story and realized-the terrible 
necessity which the child was facing he 
made out the certificate. Thé same day 
Salvatore found a “ Boy Wanted ” sign and 
got a job as errand boy in a store at $2.50 
a week. ‘To piece out the family income 
he found a second job as helper on a milk 
wagon from 3 to 6 o’clock in the morning. 
‘The double stunt brought ia a total of $5 
every seven days.

ITH what little ¢he mother could 
pick up the family nianaged to exist, 
but two years of double duty and too little 
sleep brought Salvatore almost to the break- 
ing point; also, there was small hope for 
anything better ahead of him. 

Finally an investigator for the newly or- 
ganized Chicago vocation bureau found Sal- 
vatore at work and learned his story. Like 
so many of hie race, he had some artistic 
talent. It was found possible to get,;him 
work in the shop of an engraving company, 
with an opportunity to learn the ‘trade, 
where the wages at beginning wére as much 
ag hé had earned before. 

Now he is happy and contented; his wages: 
have already been raised and in a few years 
he will be fixed for life in a trade which 
should always pay him well. And the work 
does not make too great demands on his 
physical strength. He has been helped to 
find his proper place in the 8

Albany, N. Y., Aug. 14.—[Special. eva 
Gov. Martin H. Glynn at 11 o’clock tomorrow 
morning will send to Gov. William Sulzer a 
letter demanding that the impeached Mr. 
Sulzer surrender his office. The letter was 
prepared:by Mr. Glynn and his counsel this 
afternoon. 

Gov. Sulzer, it is said, will refuse to re- 


ticipation of the Glynn demand is under- 
stood to have already prepared a letter flatly

What-further action *will then be taken 
by Mr. Glynn was not indicated tonight, but 
the general expectation was that the rival 
claimants to the governor’s chair would 
resort to the courts for a test case cater an 
agreed statements of facts. 

The great seal of the state was chained to. 
a table in Mr. Sulzer’s private office in the 
capitol tonight. To make sure that nobody 
got in to break the chains, Mr. Sulzer again 
had armed guards at the door. 

Word was received here tonight that Gov. 
Fielder of New. Jersey has officially recog- 
nized Lieut. Gov. Martin H. Glynn as chief 
exequtive of this state. Mr. Fielder was 
forced to.make.a cholee when extradition 
papers for Charlies Mason, under arrest in 
New York City, were requested of him. 


Sulzer Tests His Power, 

Gov. Sulzer started a test of his own 
powers today by signing requisitions for the 
extradition of a prisoner to West Virginia. 
The prisoner wanted is James Malloy, now 
locked up in New York charged with passing 


j @ bad check. Deputy Sheriff D. O. Barties 


of Martinsburg, W. Va., asked Mr. Glynn to 
sign the requisition. Mr. Glynn declined 
unless Mr. Sulzer refused to sign it himself. 
The deputy sheriff got Mr. Sulzer’s signa- 
ture. Then the lieutenant governor refused 
to add his signature to that of Mr. Sulzer. 

So the West Virginia pilgrim left for New 
York at 7 o’clock, declaring he would ask 
Mayor Gaynor to honor the signature of 
William Sulzer and allow the prisoner to be 
taken back to Martinsburg. - 

So it may be that Mayor Gaynor, an ex- 
Supreme court justice, will have the job of 
deciding which of the state’s two governors 
is the right one. 

Mr. Glynn signed no state papers today. 
He will make no attempt to perform any 
function of the governorship until after his 
letter is sent to Mr. Sulzer. Mr. Sulzer was in

There is no question but that the majority 
cf the state departments are ready to recog- 
mze Martin H. Glynn as governor. The line- 
up of the departments for Sulzer and for 
Glynn is as follows: 

For Sulzer—Executive staff, prison super- 
intendent, commissioner of highways, hos- 
pital commissioners, civil service commis- 
sion, superintendent of banks, public serv- 
ice commissioner of the Second district, and 
the labor and health commissioners. 

For Glynn—The legislature, attorney gen- 
eral, controller, trustees of public buildings, 
tex commissioner, excise department, state 
engineer and surveyor, a majority of the 
conservation commission, the canal board, 
and the board of efficiency and economy.

DELIVERS REBUKE 
TO ENVOY WILSON 


President in Note to Britain 
Repudiates Utterance of 
Mexican Ambassador. 


PAGE TO MAKE APOLOGY. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D. C., Aug. 14.—[Special.]— 
President Wilson tonight severely reprimand- 
ed Ambassador Henry wane Wilson and 
apologized to the British government for 
the ambassador’s action in issuing yesterday 
a statement criticising the British foreign 
office. 

The reprimand to the ambassador was con- 


1 veyed in the form of a copy of a cablegram 


which Secretary Bryan sent to Ambassador 
Walter H. Page’at London instructing him 
to disclaim all responsibility on the part of 
the United States for the statement given 
out by Ambassador Wilson yesterday. 
The cablegram was given to the press with 
a brief statement from Secretary Bryan re- 
counting what had been done and adding 
that “‘ the president does not go further at 
this time because he takes it for granted that 
the action which he has been obliged to take 
in this matter will be to him (Ambassador 
Wilson) a sufficient reminder of his official 
duties.” 


Message to Ambassador Page. 
This was the secretary's message to Am- 
bassador Page: 

The interview given to the press yes- 
terday by Mr. Henry Lane Wilson, whose 
resignation as ambassador to Mexico has 
been accepted to take effect at the end of 
luis vacation, Oct. 14, having been brought » 
to the president's attention, he directs me 
to ask you to call at the British foreign 
office and say to Sir Edward Grey that he 
disclaims all responsibility for Mr. Wil- 
on’s action in the matter and for the lan- 
guage employed by him in his interview, 
and that he regrets exceedingly that a 
diplomatic official in the employ of this 
government should have been guilty of 
such an impropriety. 

The statement of the British foreign pe 
which aroused Ambassador Wilson to issue 
his statement yesterday was made in expla- 
nation of the purpose of Great Britain in 
recognizing the Huerta government. 


Discuss of Envoy. 

The president and Secretary Bryan during 
the day seriously considered summarily dis- 
missing the ambassador, but finally decided 
upon the reprimand. It would not be sur- 
prising ehould the ambassador announce to- 
morrow his instant retirement from the gov- 
ernment service. 

It is believed President Wilson's sole rea- 
son for not dismissing the ambassador is 
that he is loath to give him the freedom to 
talk on Mexicam affairs which dismissal 
would carry. By retaining Mr. Wilson in the 
state department service on a leave of ab- 
sence status, the president may rely upon 
the ambassador's sense of his official duty 
to restrain him from talking freely on mat- 
ters of which he has an intimate knowledge. 


ambassador Wilson had. ne comment to 


make tonight on Secretary Bryan's action. 
but intimated that he might have something 
to say tomorrow. He was in conference dur- 
ing the evening with Senator William Alden 
Smith, a member of the foreign relations 
committee. 


President Has Definite Policy. 

President Wilson has a definite “ set of 
views ’’ on the settlement of the Mexican 
situation and these are now in written form 
in the possession of ex-Gov. John Lind at 
Mexico City. 

It was learned on the highest authority 
that the set of views formulated by the ad- 
ministration are altogether friendly in char-- 
acter to Mexico and the Mexicans, and that 
they are dependent for success upon their 
acceptance by Huerta. 

This government seeks to bring about the 


creation in a constitutional manner of a gov- | 


ernment which the United States can feel 
justified in recognizing. The central idea of 
this is, of course, the holding of an open— 
election at which the people of Mexico shall 
have the opportunity to express their choice 
for the presidency. This is conditioned upon 
the assent of Huerta to the holding of such 
an election and possibly on his voluntarily 
giving up the reins of government. 

The principles underlying this set of views 
the president regards as inflexible, but cir- 
cumstances may mold the form in which the 
plan will be submitted to the Mexican gov- 
ernment. 


President Offers Three Propositions, 

To meet the varying conditions which Mr. 
Lind’s investigations may disclese the presi- 
dent, it is understood, has formulated three 
propositions, each having the constitutional 
election as its basis. Any one of these may 
be submitted to Huerta when the proper time 
arrives. Up to this time Huerta has not been 
advised of the president's decision not to 
recognize his government. 

The administration has informed the pow- 
ers of the steps it has taken thus far and 
will from time to time communicate informa- 
tion tc them as the Lind mission develops. 


ONE KILLED, MANY WOUNDED, 
DURING LONDONDERRY RIOT. 


Bullet from Volley Fired Over Heads of 
Mob Alleged to Have Caured Specta- 
tor’s Death. 


LONDONDERRY, Ireland, Aug. 14.—The 
police again today were constantly employed 
in suppressing street fighting between Na- 
tionalists and Orangemen. Numerous charges 
were made by the police, who used their 
clubs freely. An elderly man named Arm- 
strong was shot dead during the fighting, 
which began at a political celebration Tues. 
day. 

Mr. Armstrong was looking out of an upper 
window of his home when he was shot. His 
brother says he saw four constables, pursued 
by @ mob, load their carbines and fire, but 
the police strenuously deny having done so. 
The mob was so dense and the confusion so 
great that it is difficult to tell what happened. 

According to many ns, however, the 
police fired over the heads of the mob, the 
members of which replied with revolvers. 
Sevetal persons were, removed to hospitals 
suffering from wounds. Among them was a 
constable.

‘PENMAN TAKEN; 


ADMITS SLAYING 


Young Farmer, Captured Near 
Danville, Blames Shaw 
Tragedy on Drink. 


“READY TO DIE,” HE SAYS. 


Danville, Ill., Aug. 14.—[Special.]—Gust 
Penman, the young Champaign county farm- 
er sought for the last two days asthe slayer 
of Harold A. Shaw, son of a rich Urbana man, 
was arrested this afternoon in Ridgefarm, 
a village twelve miles south of here. 


He was brought to Danville, remained in a | 


cell one hour, then confessed to the sheriff 
that he had shot and killed Shaw and buried 
the body on his father’s farm. 

Shaw was slain by Penman Saturday after- 
noon near Philo after the two had left in 
Shaw’s'racing car, which Penman was trying 
to buy.! The last seen of Penman was Sun- 
day evening at Danville, where he abandoned 
the car in which he escaped on a ruse to pre- 
vent his arrest for — a Danville traffic 
ordinance. 


Blames Tragedy to Drink. 

Penman blames drink for the murder of 
Shaw. i 

“| was drunk. It was drink that did it,” 
he told the sheriff. 

“ T shot Harold Shaw twice in the head 
under a tree in my father’s pasture. I was 
possessed of a strong desire to own Shaw’s 
car, because it was fast.”’ 

Penman told a newspaper man tonight: 

** After all I’ve been through I don’t care if 
I have to die.” 

Penman began his confeSsiot by saying 
that Saturday he had been drinking all day 
and that during his ride with Shaw felt an 
impulse to kill him. 

They left the machine, Penman shot Shaw, 
then dragged the body to a secluded spot, 
where he left it until he had returned to the 
city and told what he considered a plausible 
story for the disappearance of Shaw. Warly 
Sunday morning, Penman says, he returned 
to the place where he had left Shaw’s body 
concealed, borrowed a spade from a neighbor, 
and buried the body. 


Realizes Crime and Flees. 
Late in the evening, he declares, he began 


to realize the enormity of his crime and de- 


cided to make his escape. 

After escaping arrest at Danville, where he 
fled, he said he boarded an east bound train 
and rode “ blind baggage ”’ to Indianapolis, 


later going to Cincinnati.— While there he 


became possessed of a’ desire to see his father 
and mother, confess to them and then give up. 
He accordingly started to 
Ridgefarm he was identified from a pub- 
lished description. His arrest followed. 


Penman declares when he started to flee 


he planned to go to South America, although 
he had little money. 

Penman was removed to Champaign to- 
night. His father has arranged for his de- 
fense in court. Insanity is expected to be 
the plea.

Affidavit Before Butts Commit- 
tee Thus Quotes H. W. Barr, 
Agent of Empire Company, 


ALLEGE $200,000 GRAFT

“Barr told us that he had paid big money 
to get the contract.” 

The above is part of a sworn statement In- 
troduced in evidence yesterday before the 
Butts legislative committee which is investi- 
gating Chicago's million dollar voting ma- 
chine deal. 

The quotation appears in the affidavit of . 
Edward E. Marriott, a Hearst reporter. Mar- 
riott in the affidavit is telling what he al- 
leges was told to him by John W. Gray of 
Ottumwa, Ia., one of the trio of “* brokers ” 
who introduced H. W. Barr of the Empire 
Voting Machine company to the “ Hearat 
people ”’ in Chicago, who “ werein power.” 

The Butts committee and its attorney, 
Charlies & Deneen, will next undertake te 
find out definitely to whom Barr “ paid the 
big money.” The committee will take up this 
phase of the deal next Tuesday. 


Duke Statement Also Admitted. 

In addition to the Marriott affidavit there 
was admitted in evidence by the Butts com- 
mittee the much discussed statement pre- 
pared by Lioyd L. Duke of Ottumwa on be- 
half of the three “brokers” of that town. 

For a week the representatives of A. 
Lawrence, publisher of the Chicago Exam- 
iner, have objected to the presentation of this 
matter in the record. In this Luke state- 
ment it is alleged that a list was placed be- 
fore Mr. Lawrence of the amounts “to be 
paid to different parties for their influence 
to consummate the deal.” 

The Duke statement further says: 

** When the list was finally completed, Law- 
rence was to have $105,000. Barr said the 
deal had cost him something like $200,000 to 
place the machines tn Chicago.” 

Mr. Lawrence’s attorneys have denounced 
the foregoing as an absolute falsehood. Mp, 
Lawrence himself is in California. 


Marriott Quickly Disputed. 

In the morning the question of the admis- 
sion of the Duke statement was the subject 
of extensive argument. Into this suddenly 
was injected Marriott's affidavit, which, 
among other things, alleged that Gray told 
Marriott that Barr had said that he (Barr) 
‘made his big mistake in not giving $50,000 
to Jim Keeley, publisher of THe TRIBUNE.” 

In the evening Mr. Gray, in Ottumwa, said 
that in the conversation he had with Mar- 
riott the name of Mr. Keeley was not even 
mentioned. 

N. L. Arrison of Ottumwa said he never . 
had heard of some of the men Marriott quotes 
him as mentioning. 


“Tribune” Demands Publicity. 

In the afternoon, through its attorney, 8, 
E. Thomason, TH! TRIBUNE made a demand 
on the Butts committee that this affidavit of 
the Hearst reporter and the Duke statement 
Hkewise be promptly and publicly admitted 
in evidence. Previous to Mr. Thomason’s 
appearance in which he protested “a con- © 
tract of silence,’ there had been an exciting 
session, in which Reporter Marriott had 
tried, in spite of the committee, to blurt out 
what he apparently considered the essentials 
of his statement, which the committee had 
refused to receive. 


Thomason to the Committee, 

Mr. Thomason, when he appeared, said to 
the committee: 

‘‘? understand that there was offered ip 
evidence yesterday before your committee @ 
statement by Lioyd Duke of Ottumwa, Ia., 
that an objection was made to that statement 
by the attorney for Andrew Lawrence, I be- 
lieve, who is of record here, and that matter 
was taken under advisement by your com- 
mittee, if I am correctly informed, 

‘This morning there was offered by the 
attorney for Mr. Lawrence a statement—an 
affidavit of one Mr. Marriptt, an employé of 
the Chicago Examiner, if I am informed cor- 
rectly—with tne suggeStion that it be com> 
sidered by your commz~ttee in determining 
whether or not, the other statement shoulé@ 
be accepted in evidence. 

“In view of the conflicting uateve of these 
statements it appeared to me this might be 
taken to be a sort of a contract of silence, 
and in behalf of Tum Cuicaco TRisuns I 
‘desire to make the request of your commit- 
tee that both of these statements be accepted 
in evidence and be made the subject of the 
fullest inquiry. The second statement hay~ 
ing to do solely with THE CHICAGO TRIBUND 
and its general manager in ite contents J 
think I am justified in making this request 
at this time.” 

The committee thereupon admitted the two 
documents. 


STATEMENT BY MARRIOTT. 

The affidavit of Marriott, Examiner re- 
porter, is in full as follows:

TRIBUNE had not started trouble when we 
refused Keeley’s demand for $50,000.” 


Refers to Deneen! and Others. 

“*Charies S. Deneen and other big politi- 
clans are trying to get Pickler, Arrison, and 
me to testify so as to hurt Lawrence polit- 
-feally in Chicago. When Goy. Deneen came 
here last Sunday night Newt Arrison and I 
got word from him to be at the depot, and 
we got there before the 11:20 train from 
Omaha got in. Deneen had been in Omaha 
and had seen Pickler, but he could not get 
Pickler to testify in the way he wanted, so 
he wired us to meet him. 

“*Deneen tried every way to get me and

YJ had several interviews with former

Says A. M. Lawrence Was to Get. 
. $105,000 Out of Vote Device Deal. 


Attorney Lioyd L. Duke of Ottumwa, on behalf of his clients, Pickler, 
Gray & Arrison, made the subjoined allegations regarding the million dollar 
voting machine contract in Chicago. This statement’is the one that the 
lawyers and agents of A. M. Lawrence have been trying to keep from being 
accepted in evidence. It finally was admitted in the record by the Butts 
mittee yesterday afternoon. It follows:

“ We have lived in Ottumwa for thirty-five 
years, fifty years, and fifty-five s@ars, re- 
spectively. 

“That we first became acquainted with 
H. W. Barr of the Empire Voting Machine 
company about four or five yeare ago. That 
after this time an attempt was made ‘o sell 
Wapello county voting machines and the 
deal would have been made had it no* been 
for a protest on the part of the citizens of this 
city going in a delegation to the board of 
supervisors of Wapello county. 

‘* About two years ago H. W. Barr of the 
Empire Voting Machine company stated that 
he -helieved that he could sell his voting ma- 
chines to the city of Chicago, provided he 
could ‘secure influence with the Hearst-Har- 
rison people and especially if he could secure 
the influence of Andy Lawrence. He said he 
was satisfied that unless he could get in 
contact and atquainted with Lawrence and 
the Hearst people he could not make the 
deal. ' 

‘*We informed him that we believed we 
knew how he could get acquainted. The deal 
might be accomplished through Charles 
Walsh, who at that time was connected with 
the Hearst people. Barr stated that in the 
event he was able to make a contract he 
would pay us $1,500.

Persons 
Named in Five Indict- 
ments Due Today. 


CHARGE BALLOT CHANGES 


County Wide Conspiracy Seen to 
Put Through Hearst- 
Hoyne Slate. 


Five true billy involving eighteen precinct 
officials and politicians, will be returned 
this morning by the. special grand jury in- 
vestigating frauds in the general election of 
last November. Judge W. F. Cooper will 
come to Chicago from his summer home at 
Antioch to receive the report. * 

The indictments are the result of fraud dis- 
closures in a number of wards, including 
falsification of: tally sheets and marking of 
ballots. The tampering was done principally 
in the interest of State’s Attorney Maclay 
Hoyne, County Commissioner Peter Bartzen, 
“Tony " Cermak, bailiff of the Municipal 
court, and other Hearst-Hbyne slate candi- 
dates. ‘ 

The jury is said to have voted the true bills 
yesterday. 


County Wide Conspiracy Seen. 

Evidence upon which the true bills were 
voted is said to have developed a county wide 
conspiracy to “ put over’’ the H.-H. slate. 
In one precinct it was discovered seventy- 
three votes were stolen for Hoyne, it is aa- 
serted. Votes cast for Lewis Rinaker, Re- 
publican candidate for state's attorney, were 
erased on fourteen different ballots and the 
vote,slips marked in Hoyne’s favor, itis said. 
Eighteen erasures of crosses marked for Wil- 
liam A. Cunnea also were found. These 
votes were falsely credited to Hoyne. 
A particularly daring piece of work was 
disclosed in the marking for Hoyne of twen- 
ty-five straight Progressive ballots in which 
the voters indicated their desire to register 
only for the Bull Moose candidates by plac- 
infg crosses in the party circle. 


Frauds in Twelfth Ward. 

The Eighth precinct of the Twelfth ward 
also developed frauds. Witnesses from this 
precinct were before the grand jury during 
the day. 

“On tickets voted straight for other can- 
didates,"’ according to Special State's At- 
torney Northup, “ thirty-nine were marked 
for Hoyne, fifty-eight for Bartzen, and thir- 
ty-three for Cermak. The tally sheets-credit 
Rinaker with only thirty-eight, while his 
real total as disclosed by the recount was 
fifty. oyne received 225 votes on the tally 
sheets,, although his actual vote was about 
160. Cunnea was credited with only sixteen, 
while thirty-four were cast forhim. There is 
clear evidence of double marking and short 
pencil work in this precinct also.’’ 


Jury Fund Again Blocked. 

The county board again yesterday failed 
to vote financial aid to Mr. Northup and 
the special grand jury. The Bartzen op- 
position prevented action. 

Commissioner Moriarity, the only Demo- 
crat who has consistently supported the 
fraud fund, denounced his party members 
for their action and asserted they were put- 
ting the Democratic party in the position of 
countenancing frauds of the grossest char- 
acter. 


Hospital Plans Blocked. 

Plans to begin work at once on the erection 
of a new detention hospital were blocked 
when the Bartzen element refused to award 
the contract to the lowest bidder. President 
A. A. McCormick's demand for economy was 
ignored. 

The Bartzenites cloaked their opposition 
with arguments in favor of giving the work 
to a Chicago firm. The low bidder, the Sel- 
den-Breck Construction company, has head- 
quarters in St. Louis. Its bid was $5,000 
under any Chicago concern. The objecting 
commissioners wanted the contract given to 
R. 8. Blome company, which bid $389,000 
as against $384,000 by the Selden-Breck com- 
pany. The question of unit prices was 
brought into the discussion. It was decided 
to postpone action on both contracts until 
Monday. 

The fight on the St. Louis company started 
at a meeting of the hospital committee. Simon 
O’Donnell, president of the Chicago Building 
Trades council, and Representative John J. 
McLaughlin were on hand to fight the out 
of town bidder. O’Donnell’scomplaint was 
that the local labor organizations had no 
agreement with the St. Louis concern. A 
representative of the Selden-Breck company 
assured the board and labor leaders that 
only union labor from Chicago would be em- 
ployed on the work if it received the con- 
tract.

Sent Letters to Polish Society 
Asking Inquiry. 


CORONER REBUKES LAWYERS 


Declares They Aided Crime, if Any, 
by Hiding Notes. 


That the life of Jan De Latour, who is 
suspected of having been poisoned by his 
wife, might: have been saved had two Chi- 
cago attorneys, Max Kaczmarek and Charles 
G. Jaskinski, revealed the contents of two 
letters written by De Latour before his | 
death, Was the statement of Coroner Hoff- 
man yesterday. It was made following a 
preliminary hearing of the case of Mrs. De 
Latour, who is charged with having mur- 
dered her husband. 

The letters in question were written by De 
Latour some days previous to his death; 
which occurred last week. They were ad- 
dressed to the Polish National Alliance, an 
organization of which De Latour was a 
member and of which Kaczmarek and 
kinski are the attorneys. The letters, in 
part, stated De Latour had a premonition 
death was near, and that “ something was 
happening to him.”” He asked for an investi- 
gation of his death, should itoccur. , 


Delay Angers Coroner, 

“These two letters might have saved De 
Latour’s life, if the evidence against Mra. 
De Latour is trite,”” said Coroner Hoffman. 
“They were mailed on the morning of Aug. 
7. and yet they were not made public until a 
week later, after De Latour’s death. They 
were not produced at the Inquest, as they 
should have been, and consequently a verdict 
of suicide was returned.”’ 

Mrs. De Latour, who resides at 1520 North 
Wood street, was released from custody yes- 
terday on $5,000 bail, her case being con- 
tinued until Aug. 26. She was arrested last 
Wednesday at the instigation of Attorney 
Kaczmarek, who said he had evidence to 
show she murdered her husband, by giving 
him poison in a cup of tea. 

Says Widow Forged Husbanl’s Name. 

“T have evidence to show that Mra. De 
Latour forged her husband's name to certain 
papers giving her sister, Josephine Eligner, 
now living in Warsaw, Poland, the power to 
dispose of certain property De Latour had 
there,” said the attorney. “I also have evi- 
dence to show that Mrs. De Latour secretly 
withdrew $480 of her husband's money from 
the Northwestern State bank. De Latour 
discovered both of these actions on the part 
of his wife, and on the day previous to his 
death they had a quarrel. The husband 
threatened to prosecute his wife.” 

Analysis of the tea found in the De Latour 
house failed to disclose any traces of poison, 
according to Dn W. D. McNaly, a coroner’s

WERE TOLD OF THE MURDER 


Schneider Killed Jeweler, According 
to Reported Confession, 


Two new witnesses who corroborate the 
statements of John Faith, on which Harold 
Schneider is charged with the murder of 
Joseph H. 
McVicker building, have been found. 

St. Louis authorities last night. reported 
Ethel Miller and her sister, Josephine, had 
stated Schneider and Faith had told them 
Schneider committed the murder, 

Ethel Miller told the St. Louis police she 
became acquainted with Faith in the Cook 
county jail, where he was awaiting trial on 
a charge of larceny and where, just before 
his release, he told her to watch the news- 
Papers, as something,was going to happen 
to Logue. She said that after Faith’s ac- 
quittal she met him on the street and that 
he and Schneider told her and her sister of 
the murder. 

Schneider and Faith planned the murder, 
but on the day set, Faith went to his usual 
place of employment and Schneider went to 
Logue’s shop, on the pretense that he wanted 
to sell a diamond. 

The day after the murder Schneider gave 
Faith a bottle of uncut stones, twogdiamond 
rings, ahd some diamond earrings. Faith 
gave the Miller woman a garnet and two 
diamonds, which were later found in a 
pawnshop in St. Louis. This story the Miller 
woman embodied in a signed statement, de- 
claring Faith had told her Schneider had 
confessed it to him. She said Faith had 
come to St. Louis on May 24 and showed her 
more unset diamonds, which he pawned for 
small amounts.

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CHAMPAGNE AND FOWL TAKEN 
Government Seizes 32,000 Pounds 
of Poultry in Iced Car. 


CALLED UNFIT FOR FOOD. 


“Extra Dry Champion” Label Branded 
Fraud by Agents. 


The government yesterday seized 82,000 
pounds of cold storage chicken and sixty-six 
bottles of imitation champagne. Libels or- 
dering the seizure were filed by Assistant 
District Attorney L. W. Price in the United 
States District court. 

The seizure of the poultry which had been 
traced by the government from Kansas City 
to Philadelphia and back to Chicago, was 
made by Deputy Marshal Coy at a siding on 
the Pennsylvania Railroad company’s tracks 
at West Fifteenth street. The shipment con- 
sisted of a carload, containing eighty-eight 
barrels... 

Twelve chickens taken as samples by Pure 
Food Inspectors J. R. Garner and Robert 
Young showed the poultry to be in the last 
stages of decomposition, although packed in 
ice and frozen solid. The government be- 
lieves it is more than a year since the fowls 
were killed. 


Condemned in Inspector’s Report. 

In their report the inspectors said: 

‘‘ Ninety-five per cent of the chickens are 
diseased and unfit for food. They are filthy 

and decomposed.’’ 

The shipment was made more than a week 
ago from Kansas City to the Aaron Poultry 
and Beg company of Philadelphia. The 
government contends the consignees knew 
the food inspectors were on the trail and the 
concern refused to accept the shipment, re- 
shipping it to Chicago. 

When the shipment arrived in Chicago on 
Tuesday its condition was so bad that the 
Chicago Cold Storage Warehouse refused to 
accept it and the car was shunted to a 
siding. 


Imitation Champagne Seized. 

The seigure of the imitation champagne 
was made by Deputy Marshal W. H. Griffith 
at the saloon of Marco Bros., Lincoln 
avenue. Misbranding with intent to deceive 
and adulteration is charged in the libel. The 
bottles were labeled “‘ Champion-—Dxtra Dry, 
guaranteed to meet the requirements of the 
pure food law.” The government contends 
the word * Champion” is used to deceive 
p rs into believing they are buying 
c e. The bottles were labeled, tin 
foiled, and corked to represent the real 
article. 

The Nectar company of New York made 
the shipment. Food Inspector Garner sam- 
pled the product and found the bottles con- 
tained ordinary California wine, artificially 
carbonated. Attorney Price asked that the 
court order the chicken and “ champagne ”’ 
confiscated and destroyed.

“L"’ Chiefs Declare Money Ob- 
tained in New York Was on 
Sale of Notes. 


Denial was made-yesterday by Samuel In- 
sull and Henry A. Blair that there is any 
basis for the charge, filed by J. B. Hogarth 
of Chicago, with the treasury department at 
Washington, that the National City bank of 


| New York had loaned them $44,500,000 for 


the Chicago Hlevated Railways company. 
Jobn Skelton Williams, assistant secretary 
of the treasury, according to Washington ad- 
vices, will inquire into the accusation that 
the New York bank violated the federal 
banking laws in making the loan. 
Mesars. Insull and Blair are corroborated 
by Preskient Vanderlip of the National Cig 
bank. He says the transaction was not = 
loan in any sense of the term, and denies 


any banking laws were violated in the finan- 
cial deal. 


Syndicate Bought Notes. 

“ We formed a syndicate which purchased 
$30,000,000 of 5 per cent notes of the Chicago 
Bievated Railways company,” said Mr. Van- 
derlip in New York. ‘‘ We resold them. There 
was nothing of the character of a loan {n this, 
as the treasury department could have ascer- 
tained with little trouble.” 

Mr, Insull verified the §30,000.000 sale of 
bonds and said $16,0000,000 in preferred stock 
also was disposed of through the same syn- 
dicate. He said they were sold to financiers 
of New York, London, other Buropean cities, 
and Chicago. 


Revives Merger Talk. 

The report of the deal revived in Chicago 
the talk of a merger of all elevated and sur- 
face lines and a single 6 cent fare. Mr. In- 
sull scouted the suggestion that John D. 
Rockefeller through the National City bank 
now controls the elevated properties of Chi- 
cago. He said the control remained in Chi- 
cago. Mr. Blair intimated, however, a mar- 
ger was not improbable. 

There are fifteen distinct charges of viola- 
tion of the banking laws in the Hogarth com- 
plaint.

To them is sent each child who has newly

If the pupil can 
keep on until he is 16 years old, for instance, 
he will not only be better prepared for his 
life work but it is then often possible for 
him to begin an apprenticeship in some well 
paid and regular trade, though the rules of 
some of the labor unions, which allow only 
near relatives to become apprentices, make 
this increasingly dificult,

anxious to quit school, it is possible to 
renew his interest by suggesting a change in 
the course of study. Often—usnally, in 
fact—a visit is paid to the home of the. child 
and a talk with his parents often deter- 
mines the proper course to be followed. 

If it is decided that the child must go to 
work an effort is made by the counselor 
to find out his natural aptitudes and likings. 
To one experienced in the work that is not 
as difficult as it might seem. Presently it 
may develop that here is an expert machinist 
or a skilled wood carver in embryo. 

On the other side, the vocation counsel- 
ors spend much of their time in calling 
at the factories, shops, and offices of 
prospective employers. There they find out 
not only the qualities: desired in new em- 
ployés but also have an opportunity to learn 
the w p@id, the possible chances for ad- 
vancement, and, also, the working condi- 
tions—whether the workshop is clean and 
‘sanitary, and what attention is paid to the 
health of employés.

LTHOUGH the vocation work in Chi- 

cago is little more than a year old, 
[ several hundred children have been al- 
ready helped to find positions for which 
they seem to be naturally qualified and 
which seem to offer them good opportuni- 
ties and decent pay. 

But the work of the counselor does not 
stop with that. It has been found to be 
especially important to follow up the child 
and by repeated visits try to keep him 
contented and see that he is fairly treated. 

Officially, through their representatives 
om the board of education, the people of 
/Chicago have not so far done a great deal 
to assist in this most important work. 
They have assigned quarters in the Jones 
school to the central office of the bureau 
and many of the school teachers are glad- 
ly ecotiperating. But the best hope for 
the future lies in the fact that some 
months ago an examination for vocation 
counselors was held under the auspices of 
the board. Of the candidates five or six 
passed with satisfactory marks. 

If now the board. of education sees fit 
to make an appropriation for a depart- 
ment of vocation guidance there is no rea- 
son why the great work—and there are 
few of more importance to the people of 
the city—should not begin with the open- 
ing of the school year.

Encounter Trials of Peary and Nansen 
in Crossing Inland Waste. 


COPENHAGEN, Aug. 14.—The story told 
by Capt. Koch, the Danish explorer, of the 
crosstng of Greenland in company with three 


and hardships to be encountered on the great 
inland icefield have not decreased since Rear 
Admiral Robert E. Peary and Dr. Fridtjof 
Nansen made their journeys over a portion 
of the same deserted wastes. 
The Danish leader and his three compan- 
ions, Dr. Wagener. a German; Larsen, a 
sailor, and Sigurdson. a native of Iceland. 
were reduced during their journey to eating a 
pet dog, the only animal left. 
After landing from their ship on July 24. 
1912, the first mishap encountered was the 
loss of a number of ponies” Shortly after- 
ward their motorboat disappeared through 
the thin ice and the explorers were obliged to 
wait until nearly the end of September be- 
fore the ice was sufficiently thick to carry 
their sledges and horses. When they were 
ready to start. Dr. Wagener fell and broke a 
rib. 
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Capt. Koch Breaks Leg. 

The expedition established winter quar- 
gers near Queen Louise land on Oct. 13. 
The scarcity of fodder necessitated the 
slaughter of all the ponies but five. During 
a sledging trip Capt. Koch fell forty feet 
into a crevasse breaking his right leg which 
kept him helpless throughout the winter. 
On April 20 this year the four men broke 
camp and with five sleighs drawn by ponies 
started on their 750 mile march to the west 
coast.

AUGUST BEBEL. 
Whatever the world may think of the late 
August Bebel’s political theories, even hie 
bitterest enemies in Germany admit that his 
life was wholly devoted to the cause of his 
fellowman. Beginning life in the direst pov- 
erty, he continued almost in that state to 
the time of his death. The story of his 
struggles as told by him in his memoirs, re- 
cently published, is one of continual bat- 
tling for an existence in order that he might 
help his fellow workmen to a union whereby 
they could combat the oppressing powers. 
Not only. had he to fight the latter but he 
had to withstand attacks from fellow labor- 
ers, for, as usual, he was suspected of polit- 
ical treason to the socialist-labor cause. 
The factions and subfactions:of the Social 
Democrats and the social-labor party 
warred continually, undoing the work of 
Bebel and his friends as soon as it was 
finished, and it was only when Bismarck’s 
decline began that the Socialists finally got 
together on something like a general plat- 
form. Bismarck and Bebel, of course, 
clashed continually when the former was in 
parliament, and there is not on record any 
proof that the iron chancellor ever gave his 
opponent credit of honesty of purpose. The 
people’s advocate was always beset by the 
other's spies and was the object of almost 
constant mendacity on the part of the in- 
spired—“ reptile”—press of the govern- 
ment. 
So poverty stricken was Bebel while in 
parliament that he had to work at his trade 
during the recesses. He was cast into 
prison several times, but continued to work 
-even in his cell. In fact, much of his volu- 
minous writing was done in prison. He wrote 
tracts and treatises on labor, the franchise, 
and the various phases of German politics 
as they appeared. He wrote on the condi- 
tion of women. He translated any book in 
any language the publication of which in 
Gemnan he thought would help his fellow- 
man. He kept conhstantly in touch with 
leaders in other countries, he spoke at meet 
ings, many of which were broken up by 
police agents or the soldiery. - 
During most of his life he was in ill health, 
but he worked at his trade whenever he was 
not boycotted or in prison. He feared noth- 
ing but the misunderstanding of his friends, 
ang he shook his fist undaunted in the face 
of the man before whom kings stood in re- 
spect. He was rewarded by seeing the 
greater part of his working fellow country- 
men united solidly under the banner he had 
carried so bravely forsolongatime.

SAVING NEW LIVES. 

E judge of the baby welfare by 
the baby death rate. Nobody col- 
lects any health data about babies 
except the health department. 
It gets a full record of deaths. Its 

record of baby sickness is ineomplete. 

Therefore all that we have to judge by is 

the baby death rate. 

In the first place, there is the total num- 
ber of deaths—the deaths from diarrhea] dis- 
eases, the deaths in the first month of life, 
4 and the deaths during July, August, and 
September. 

The total number of deaths, when we 
compare the records of the different years, 
gives us some information as to whether we 
are taking better care of babies than in for- 
mer times. This group of figures tells us 
that things are getting better. 


—~ 

The deaths during the first month of life 
are the result of birth accidents, bad mater- 
nity service, and neglect of the mother dur- 
ing the last months of pregnancy. This 
rate is not improving. 

The death rate during the first month of 
life has not fallen during the last ten years. 
The conclusion is that more pregnant wom- 
en are having to labor, the midwife and med- 
ical service is going back a little, and the 
number of birth injuries and accidents, con- 
genital deformities, and abnormalities is 
slightly on the increase. 


, -—— 

The increasing complexities of society 
make the wagon roll downhill unless defi- 
nite, proper action is taken to scotch it. The 
pivotal point in the baby situation is the 
hot weather care. Therefore the July, Au- 
gust, and September death rate is that by 
which the communities’ efforts to save the 
babies are to be gauged. 

The New York milk committee report 
shows that most of the annual saving in ba- 
bies in the last few years has been in these 
months. For instance, in 1911 the number 
of babies dying in the three hot months was 
only 30 per cent of the total for the year. 
Ten years ago it was well over 40. The ac- 
tual number of babies dying Jin the hot 
months was 1,700 less than eleven years be- 
fore, in spite of the increase in the size of 
the city. 

‘Philadelphia, Chicago, Boston, and Butf- 
falo made the same kind of a showing, al- 
though none except Buffalo did so well as 
Néw York City. co

HIGH BLOOD PRESSURE SYMPTOMS,

out and replaced by inelastic fibers. The cause is

any symptom may be absent. There is an instru- 
ment for measuring pressure.

Death Claims President of Phil- 
lies After Long Illness. 


FUNERAL IN PITTSBURGH. 


Baseball Loses Man Who Always Was 
Oredit to. Sport. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Aug, 14—Willteam H. 
Locke, president of the Philadelphia Nation- 
ai league baseball club, died this afternoon 
at Ventnor, N. J., a suburb of Atlantic City, 
after a long illness. 

» Death was due to a complication of dis- 
esses. Mr. Locke became ill in February 
soon after he and former Police Commis 
sicner Baker of New York became the own- 
ers of the club. In May he was forced to 
vive up his duties because of his serious 
condition. 

The funeral will be held in Pittsburgh. 
David R. Snyder, treasurer of the Phila- 
delphia team, will most likely be named as 
the successor to William Locke. Mr. Snyder 
is the father-in-law of the deceased presi- 
dent and has the confidence of the stock- 


holders. : 

SKETCH OF LOCEE’S CAREER. 
William: Henry Locke was bern in Alle 
ghany, Pa., on Aug. 24 1869. He attended the 
Third ward school of Alleghany and later the 
Twenty-third werd school of Pitteburgh. His first 
business venture was in New York, where he was 
employed by bis cousin, William F. Baker, who is 
one of the present stockholders in the Philadelphia 
club of which Mr. Locke was president. 

Mr. Locke returned to Pittsburgh im 1600 ané was 
employed by the Pittsburgh Press af a reporter. 
Later he became sporting editor and held the posi- 
tion until he succeeded the late Harry C. Pulliam 
as secretary and a director of the Pittsburgh club. 
Locke bought the interest of Mr. Pulliam and 
President Dreyfuse enabled him to carry it. 

As secretary of the Piratee Mr. Locke eetablished 
a reputation for capacity and executive ability. 
Mr. Locke entered the fielé of major league 
magnetes when the stoek of the Philadelphia club 
was placed on the market as a result of the chain 
of circumetances which forced Horace Fogel to 
retire. He wae elected president and up to the time 
of his Dlmese was indefatigable in his efforts to give 
Philadelphia a baseball club of which the Nationa] 
league might be proud. The re#uits of his efforts 
were apparent when death claimed him.

Prof. Neely Advises. 


ROF. C. G. NEELY of the faculty of Po- 

mona college in Claremont, Cal., yester- 

day disappointed, then amused, and aft- 

erward “enthused” members of the Sixth 

Ward Equal Suffrage association during 
an hour's apeech in the Hyde Park hotel. 

The disappointment was brought about by en 
open avowal by. the former jurist that he op- 
posed woman's suffrage, a statement he neg- 
lected to modify. by’ saying “two years ago” 
until later in his speech. The amusement was 
forthcoming when he interpolated a few von- 
crete illustrations from life in regard to women 
voting. 

The enthusiasm burst forth when the jurist 
declared: 

“I am in favor of women voting whether they 
want to or not. If they don't want the ballot 
they ought to have it thrust upon them. The 
incident of women voting is the incident 
wherein the business of government is lifted 
from the sordid to the realm of selfhood, clean- 
liness, perfection. I think women are a great 
deal better fitted to vote than men.” 


- | 

Prof. Neely asgerted he finally was brought to 
believe in equal! suffrage when Mrs. Catharine 
Waugh McCulloch wrote him a post card asking 
him to state his objection to women voting. He 
declared he racked his brain for several hours 
for reasons and finally wrote: 

“I don’t know of any reagons, but I am still 
opposed to it.” 

ter, he said, he changed his mind, and wrote 
Mrs. McCulloch he favored equal suffrage. 

“I don’t know whether women want the bal- 
lot or not. Nobody does,” he sald. “A man 
doesn’t know whether a woman wants to marry 
him until he proposes. A woman in considering 
marriage does not decide about it aloud until 
she has heard the proposal. The only way is 
to give the women the chance to decide-—bpy 
granting them suffrage.

Seemingly, small economies in the kitchen 
will make a big difference in the cost of living. 
For instance, the careful house mother will make 
her own kitchen and laundry soap. It is quick- 
ly and easily done. Melt four pounds of any 
Clean grease. If drippings are used pour it 
through a thin cloth to remove all dregs. Empty 
one 10 cent can of lye or potash into a pan 
with two pints of cold water. It will get quite 
hot. Stir until dissolved and cool; then pour 
slowly in a thin stream into the melted: grease, 
stirring with a wooden spoon or paddle ten cr 
fifteen minutes, or until well blended and it 
drops like honey. Add 5 cents’ worth of oil of 
sassafras, which will give the soap a wholesome 
and pleasant fragrance. Line a large square pan 
with a cloth and pour in the soap. When firm, 
which will be in a few hours, cut into bars for 
use. The older {tt gets the better it is. Double 
the above recipe and a good sized family will 
be supplied with good soap for many months.

Finding Effect of Heat on Buildings. 


An engineer, J. EB. Howard, has invented a 
delicate little instrument for studying defects 
of big buildings and steel bridges. Boring two 
tiny holes in any steel girder of a bridge or 
building, he puts the points of his instrument 
in the holes, and then, by sliding the tubes, 
measures the space between the holes. When 
the weather changes, he measures the space be- 
tween the holes again. If it has increased or 
diminished by one ten-thousandth of an inch, 
his instrument detects it. It shows the minute 
strains and movements of a few inches of the 
steelwork, and from this knowledge it is easy to 
calculate the total movements in the structure 
under the influence of wind and sun and frost 
and other forces. A slight, expansion or short- 
ening tells that the structure has a good con- 
stitution. A considerable difference in the space 
between the two holes indicates that something 


is wrong.

Take the weight of the 
juice and weigh out the same quantity of pow- 
dered white sugar. Stir.in the sugar a little at 
a time, taking one-half hour to get it all in. 
Then continue stirring slowly for one-half hour 
longer. Put into pots and cover over next 
day.”

The jelly of the black currant is delicious, and 
all preparations of this particular variety of 
fruit are much favored by the English, who, of 
course, make jam of it. Mrs. Beeton gives the 
following recipes: 

BLACK CURRANT JAM.—To each pound of 
fruit allow one-fourth of a pound of sugar. Put 
the fruit and the sugar into a preserving pan, 
let is stand by the side of the fire until some of 
the juice is drawn out of the fruit and the sugar 
is dissolved, then bring to boiling point, stirring 
occasionally meanwhile. Boil gently for about 
forty minutes; test a little on a plate. If it 
stiffens pour at once into jars and cover closely. 
This jam, if made of sound, dry fruit and stored

in a cool, dry place, will keep for a great length 
of time. 

BLACK CURRANT TEA.—One dessertspoon- 
ful of black currant jam, one teaspoonful of 
lemon juice, one teaspoonful of granulated 
sugar, one-half pint of boiling water. Put the 
jam, sugar, and lemon juice into a jug (pitcher), 
pour on the boiling water, and stir well. Cover 
with a plate or saucer and let the jug stand by 
the side of the fire for fifteen or twenty min- 
utes. Strain and yse hot as a remedy for a cold, 
or allow it to become cold and use as a beverage 
to alleviate thirst or hoarseness, 

> 


The early and not ripe grapes are due now, 
and these make the prettier jelly, although it is 
a mistake to think that ripe grapes will not do 
for this, and if one has to be economical one 
can easily wait until the price is split in half 
per basket before making a supply of this 
common every-day but most gratifying jelly. 

A basket of grapes will easily make sixteen 
glasses if water Is uséd in cooking them, and, 
unlike most fruits, they will take considerable, 
or what will almost cover them, in the cook- 
ing. A jelly made with less water is richer, but 
this is good. 

The new jelly glasses with their/flutings and 
bunches of grapes or other figures in the bottom 
make pretty molds but demand a more exact 
care to sterilize. When a great deal of jelly is 
to be put up for home use it is more sensible 
to use the plain glass.

The net loss of one point shown by Steel com- 
mon at the close wos the largest recorded since 
the long advance began two months ago, and was 
one of the few such declines that has occurred on 
this remarkable rise.
